In estim ating 
the am ount of money that w ill 
accrue from the sales tax an ­ 
nually, 
Alworth

it m ight reach $100,000. 


FOR THE FIRST TIME in the 
city’s history, the street depart­ 
m ent is going to receive a lot 
of attention. The way Alworth has 
it set up it will cost $49,167 to 
o p e r a t e during the next 12 
months. It will be fully staffed 
and equipped, have its own u til­ 
ity yard, grease racks, mechanics 
and gasoline pumps. 
"The day of paying 25 cents 
for a gallon of gasoline at filling 
stations for city equipm ent will 
be out of the picture,” declared 
A lw orth. "The city will be able 
to take care of its rolling stock 
right in its own utility yard.” 
Four new m en have been added 
to this departm ent, Alworth ad ­ 
ded. 
The s t r e e t 
departm ent 
budget will also pay $1200 for the 
first installation of street signs 
and $800 for traffic signs. 
The city engineering depart­ 
m ent had no operating budget 
last year and was non-existent 
until February, 1947, will have 
$16,412 set aside for it. 


THE FIRE DEPARTMENT will 
cost the city $31,116 as compared 
to $21,731. This will include the 
cost 
of installing 20 new fire 
hydrants and the installation of 
a high pressure pump on one of 
the fire trucks. 
By the way, the police depart­ 
m ent m ay have to train one or 
more of their men in the opera­ 
tion of a cam era such as used by 
new spapers. This camera, which 
will cost $265, will be used in tak ­ 
ing pictures 
of accidents and 
other police work and is included 
in an expected cost of operating 
that departm ent, set at $57,588 as 
compared to $50,984 for last year. 
The m ajor portion of the in ­ 
crease will be consumed in salary 
rises for the 18 employes. 


ONE OF THE NEW city de­ 
partm ents contained in the city 
m anager’s plan and set up in the 
cost of operation, is the Parks and 
Recreation departm ent. This de­ 
partm ent will cost approxim ately 
$20,840. Included in its functions 
will be the care of street trees, 
operation of a city swimming 
pool, w hen and if the city gets 
one, the purchase and planting of 
additional trees, a combination 
park superintehdent and recrea­ 
tional director, city gardner-fore- 
man, tw o groundsmen, care-taker 
and life guard. 
“All th at I have outlined as to 
costs is only tentative,” stressed 
the City M anager. "However, the 
program as outlined will be well 
w ithin the city’s annual income.”

Employers' Rules 


On Female Labor 
Told in Bulletin 


A ll employes of fem ale labor 
in the county and V illage were 
rem inded 
this 
week 
that 
the 
order issued by the state Indus­ 
trial W elfare Commission regard­ 
ing minim um wages to be paid 
to fem ale employes becam e af­ 
fective June 1. 
Briefly these are the order’s 
provisions: 
No w om an or m inor shall be 
em ployed more than eight hours 
during a day or m ore than 48 
hours in any one week. Said eight 
hours of em ploym ent m ust be 
perform ed in a period not to ex­ 
ceed 13 hours unless the em ­ 
ploye resides at the place of em ­ 
ploym ent. 


EVERY EMPLOYER shall pay 
to his women or m inor employes 
wages not less th an sixty-five 
cents per 
hour for 
all hours 
w orked except th at a lesser rate, 
but not less than 50 cents per 
hour may be paid during the 
first 200 hours 
of training in 
skilled or sem i-skilled 
occupa­ 
tions. 
In no case shall gratuities or 
tips from patrons or others be 
counted as part of the minimum 
.vage and no em ploye shall be 
required to report tips for this 
jurpose.
